2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
arguments presented in the Appeal Brief filed 10/21/04 have been found to be 
persuasive. The Applicant's assertions that the antecedence of the phrase "said result" 
requires a single instruction produce the result for each of the situations (zero extending 
or preserving) is correct. In light of these arguments the prior art of record has been 
found to not specifically teach or suggest, individually or in combination, the apparatus 
and method of claims 1,13, 20, 26, 32, and 35 for executing an instruction where a 
register has a first number of bits; when an operand size is a second number of bits of 
the instruction is fewer than the first number zero, extending the instruction result and 
placing it in the register; and when the operand size is a third number of bits less than 
the first number and not equal to the second number, placing the result in the register 
and preserving the non-updated bits; as well as all the other limitations of the claims. 
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The dependent claims 2, 8-11, 14, 17, 18, 21-25, 27-31, 33, 34, 36, and 37 are all
